OTTAWA, July 29—The important 
question of providing immediate and 
sultable employment for wounded Ca- 
nadian soldiers who are invalided 
home engaged the attention of the 
Dominion cabinet at a council meet- 
ing held today. While the problem 
has not yet assumed acuty proportions 
owing to the fact that comparatively 
few of Canada’s wounded men have 
returned home so far, it is reallaed 
that some system wiil have to be de- 
Vised and plans arranged for their 
reception when they do return in 
larger numbers so that men who 
have fought gallantly for their coun- 
try may not feel that they are a hur- 
den upon that country when they re- 
turn wounded to its shores, 

This problem is u many-sided one, 
for there will be many incapacitated 
in such # manner as to be unable to 
receive the class of employment to 
which they were ‘ermerly accustomed 
so that employment 
will have to be found. 

It is being strongly urged in vari- 
ous quarters here that preference be 
given to returned soldiers in connec- 
tion with positions in the civil ser- 
Vice and already a few returned vet- 
erans have found such employment 
in govecnment departments, Wives

ALBERTA (POULTRY INCREASES, 

That at the end of last year there 


were approximately three million 
head of poultry in the province, and 
that the egg production in Alberta 


last vear amounts to about fifteen mll- 
lion dozen, is the synopsis of the ap- 
nual report for 3914 of the poultry 
branch of the provincial department 
of agriculture, just completed and 
handed to the Hon, Duncan Marshall. 

Poultry in \Alberta are increasing at 
a gratifying rate. In 1901 there were 
only 040 head ,and in 1911 
were 40,221, and the three million 
mark at the end of last year will be 
largely exceeded this year. Egg pro- 
duction has increased in the same 
ratio, In 1901 the production was 1,- 
216,385 dozen, and in 1911 it was 
11,447,036 dozen 

With the increasing production of 
eggs within the province, the impor- 
tation of eggs is gradually decreasing. 
There were imported last vear 1,568.- 
657 dozen, as compared with 1,954,- 
110 dozen in 1913, 

Abberta, as a matter of fact, is gra- 
dually but surely reaching that point 
where local requirements will be filled 
by local production, not only with ree 
ward to egges but also in connection 
with other agricultural by-products.
